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A Major Problem 

A FEW YEARS ago It came as a major shock to the, 
free work! to learn that It was lagging far behind 
the Soviet Union in the field of education and techni¬ 
cal training for its youth. 

The discovery resulted in a flurry of excitement 
among the Western governments—particularly in 
Canada and the United States—many of whom 
hastily drew up plans ostensibly designed to "catch 
up’* with the Soviet Union in the'minimum period 
of time. 

School systems were to be changed, curricula 
altered, new universities and technical-vocational 
schools created and the older ones expanded. Govern¬ 
ments were to spend more money on education and 
our young people given more encouragement to stay 
longer at school. 

Today, in Canada at least, much of this new pro¬ 
gram is already in force. And to a point it is proving 
successful. More children are completing their formal 
education than ever before and more students are en¬ 
rolling at universities and technical colleges than at 
any other period ir. history. 

Yet despite this vastly improved situation Cana¬ 
dian schoolchildren still suffer from the unbreach- 
able tradition that they must be taught under ten 
different systems. This is a major and serious draw¬ 
back for all our children, unless, of course, it is ac¬ 
cepted that the student in Newfoundland for instance, 
will forever stay in that particular province. 

Should he in his school yean move to another 
province he will find that he is put forward a grade 
or put hack a grade; he will find that he is expected 
to take subjects he has never studied before, or al¬ 
ternatively to drop a subject because it is not taught 
in his new school at his class level. 

The result is thst the child could well—and un¬ 
derstandably—become confused, disillusioned and 
even disinterested in school. He could, in fact, be¬ 
come a An* class candidate for joining that unfortu¬ 
nate group now known as “drop outs." 

Though it Is well understood that education is the 
responsibility of the provinces, and It is admitted that 
provincial authorities are gradually moving toward 
the acceptance of standard nation-wide curriculum, 
the idol of provincial autonomy still apparently must 
be worshipped—even at the expense of our children's 
future. 

It is a pity that this Canadian problem Is not 
tackled by our federal and provincial authorities with 
the same energy and purpose they earlier devoted to 
the Soviet threat 

Asking for Worse 

PREDICTED from the start was that finding ac- 
*- cord on a Joint services board for the Greater 
Victoria region would be difficult. It took little imag¬ 
ination to suggest that a great deal of study and effort 
and give-and-take would be required from the repre¬ 
sentatives of the municipalities and the unorganized 
districts of the lower end of Vancouver Island if they 
went to fashion, along the lines proposed by Municipal 
Affairs Minister Dan Campbell, an instrument of safe¬ 
guarding the long-term interests of the whole commu¬ 
nity In an equitable way. 

Nor was it unforeseen that an effective and fair 
system could hardly be devised if districts or munici¬ 
palities were able to "opt out,’ either at the beginning 
or later in disagreement with majority decisions. 

Thus Esquimatt council’s decision to inform the 
' mini-metro” study group that it is happy with things 
as they are, apart from favoring a metropolitan 
sewer* board, may be regarded as the seed of destruc¬ 
tion for Mr. Campbell's idea. 

The only obvious alternative, certainly, is more 
than a semblance of compulsion—to go ahead anyway, 
with or without the co-operation of Esquimalt and 
any other of the affected areas that may follow Its 
example, as long ss the dissidents represent a minor¬ 
ity, and to bring them into the joint operation through 
legislation. 

Some opponents of the mini-metro plan, not in 
Esquimalt council alone, have raised the bogey of this 
being amalgamation through the back door. Their 
reasoning is surely dubious, and their alarm in this 
instance exaggerated. 

But if the joint services board idea goes down 
the drain through lack of effort to reach a satisfactory 
arrangement or through Outright insularity on the 
part of some potential components, those who oppose 
it at this stage ought perhaps to ask themselves what 
comes next. 

They may be inviting even greater provincial gov¬ 
ernment intervention in metropolitan municipal af¬ 
fairs, albeit at a later date, for the good of the great¬ 
est number.

One feels sure that Vancouver officials posed with 
the problem of protecting both the Beatles and their 
fans may think so as they sink back in relief that 
this "attraction" is now happily in the past.

complete stranglehold on the Willingdon Cup. From 
(Quebec’s win in 1937 to Alberta's victory in 1960, 
either Ontario or British Columbia had finished first 
in the interprovincial test. 

Those day* are gone. Since Allicrta swept through for the 
first time in 1960. competition has intensified. Albert* won 
again in 1963, and now this year Saskatchewan was the winner 
for die first time on record. 

In winning three times in this decade already, the prairie 
province* have given full notice that they have arrived. The 
lead given first by Alberta and then .by Saskatchewan will 
probably inspire Manitoba to follow suit. 

Even the Maritime provinces, which like Manitoba have 
failed so far to win the Willingdon. are procuring a brand of 
young golfer that augurs well for their future. 

In this connection one might mention Gordon Leslie of 
N.B. and Jack Bryant of Nova Scotia, who both created a good 
Impression In Victoria a year ago when they played In the 
Canadian junior championship. 

This levelling-up process among the provinces Is good for 
the game, atid is certain to widen the interest in the Willingdon 
Cup. but it is also a challenge to the old monopolists—Ontario 
and B.C. 

Ontario has the two top golfers In Canada—Weslock and 
Cowan-but its system of selection for the Willingdon Cup is 
so mandatory that it rarely gets its best team. This year at 
Saskatoon tt was Wes lock. Cowan and two others. 

So far a* British Columbia is concerned, Its team is 
«hosen mainly on the current season’s form, and this year the 
main yardstick was the newly-created four-round qualifying 
lest for the B.C. Amateur championship. 

It was Wakeham’s failure—by one stroke—to qualify from 
this for the match play, that cost him his place in the pro¬ 
vincial team. 

The four player* selected all did well at Kelowna, and two 
of them, Tiochurst and Kidd, reached the final. 

John Johnston and John Russell also qualified and they 
made the team, but another qualifier—Wayne Vollmer—did not. 

In the light of what happened subsequently at Saskatoon. 
It must now be questioned If Kelowna was the tyj« of course 
•si which the choice of the Willingdon Cup should have been 
bused. Personally I prefer selection based on the ability of 
players to comport themselves well on a great variety of 
courses, and over a period of time—not necessarily three or 
four months of the current season. 

It would thus seem that if British Columbia Is going to 
regain its place In the Willingdon Cup ranking It may have 
to shake off some of the old n»ti is. 

It was interesting to note that the winning Saskatchewan 
team was the youngest in the field. Three of its players- 
Kd Ross.’ Keith Rever and Jim Sclssons, were all under 25, 
and the fourth man, Greenley. was in his early thirties. 

If Alex Folk, co-medalist with Roas at HI, had been In the 
Saskatchewan team instead of Greenley the whole side would 
have hcen in the early twenties, and Folk went on to show 
that he ought to have been a Willingdon Capper by reaching 
the last eight of the championship itself. 

Roas and Folk are both at U.S. universities, on golf scholar¬ 
ship*. and the winter* they spend in California and Texas 
respectively have turned them into extremely efficient and well- 
tuitioned golfers. 

In finishing 26 stroke* tiehind the winners the B.C. team 
was a complete disappointment. No one came near to break¬ 
ing par. and it was unbelievable that so good a medal player 
as Ticehurst should end up with 157 strokes—the same as John 
Russell. 

Johnston was B.C.'* best player, keeping himself going with 
Ms indomitable courage, and enthusiasm. His first-round 
victory over clubmate Terry Campbell at the 19th hole after 
being four down was perhaps the recovery highlight of the 
tournament. 

But broadly it seems time that British Columbia should be 
looking around for new and youthful talent to five it the 
enthusiastic approach that «* so necessary to success in the 
Willingdon. 

Clearly it was a mistake not having Wakeham there. This 
wa* the sort of course on which the Gorge Vale man would 
have thrived. Wayne Vollmer is another who would have been 
an asset, and despite hi* lender years, Gary Smith could 
hardly have done worse, and probably better than some of 
those selected. 

Of the non-Willingdon Cup players from B.C. the 22-year-old 
Terry Campbell equalled the best B.C. Willingdon Cup score 
of 150 (Johnston’*), and Nanaimo's 19-year-old Ron Bungle 
was only one worse at 151. 

British Columbia’s surest way to get back into the Willing¬ 
don Cup act U to build up * new and younger side. experience 
alone is obviously not enough.

That company wtll open ■ couple of mile, ai its mainline 
road to Gordon River camp to full public access and its 
truck roads 4 and I. and possibly 7 later on. will be open 
under the Osh end same member access plan. 

Western Forest Industrie. ltd. has also for the first time 
offered to open Its lush Mead Creek operation area to hunt¬ 
ing under the fish and game access program, for deer hunt¬ 
ing only. 

Big problem is that fish an^ game c)uba have to find 
men for gate duty. 

Victoria Fish and Game Club takes over the lion s share 
of the gate duty, with Butlers and Muir Creek assured access 
areas la its own area and a commitment to man II Creek 
gate far the Valley Fish and Game C3ub at Cowichan Lake. 
The Valley dub will roan BCFP Caycuse area. 

Last year 240 Victoria Fish and Game members stood 
gate duty and under the access rules they are exempt this 
year. That means the Victoria club needs another 34b men, 
plus more to man the Mead Creek gates if that area is to 
be made available. 

It It hoped that the Cowichan or Chemainus fish and game 
clubs may volunteer to assist with gate duty, otherwise the 
load wilt fall pretty heavily on the Victoria club. 

Rule is that any member taking part In the fish and game 
aaaeaa program must take hit turn at gate duty one day In 
the season every two years. 

Gatemen check hunters In and out of the gale and 
protect the interests of the companies which give aooess. Fish 
and game members also automatically carry SIOQ.OOO liability 
insurance. 

The gate duty la each member's part in providing hunt¬ 
ing access. Object Is not to set up private hunting reserves, 
as some people are want to think. The fish and game plan 
Is a stepping stone to full public aooess. if the fish and 
game members behave themselves, the companies become 
more receptive to recreation access and what were fish and 
game areas become open to the general public.

Burning Beneficial 


By M. V. CHERXUT. FKH* 

I have sometimes been entidaed 
for advocating the bunting over of 
strawberry patches after the last of 
the bentos has been harvested; the 
nature boys in particular have been 
shooting my hide full of halos for ad¬ 
vising the destruction by On at valu¬ 
able hum u■ forming material. I am 
relieved to And that no lew an author¬ 
ity than the East Mailing Research 
Station In England has run a series 
of carefully controlled teats an straw¬ 
berry burning, and finds that It la 
definitely beneficial. 

A good bum destroys most of the 
annual weeds and a eetto. It alao gets 
rid of old mildewed foliage, fungus 
spores, slugs, bugs and bug egga. 
Mind you, the bunting must be done 
quickly, with a flash fire that sweeps 
across the plot without smouldering 
for any length of time In any one 
■pot. Where sawdust or shavings 
have been used aa a mulch, burning 
is out of the question as these mater¬ 
ials bum too slowly. Where straw la 
used, it rimukl be lifted and shaken 
up with a digging fork so It can dry 
out thoroughly before touching a 
match to it 


Quito aside from peat end dlaraae 
control, tha lemoval of old leaves Is 
n MErt and substantial crop 

Increases will almost always follow. 
Where bunting isn’t practicable fire 
restrtetione are kn effect In some dto- 
toicto—the old leaves should be re¬ 
moved by shearing or mowing. On 
small plots, hand sheers or even 
■ciaaora can be used; on larger straw¬ 
berry patches, a good stunt is to run 
a rotary power mower over the plants. 
Ral(£ the patch clean, and If the mow¬ 
ings can’t be burnt, compost them or 
bury them. 

* * * 

I am getting many reports In my 
mall of tomato fouks rotting on the 
plants, with the rot starting at the 
bottom or blossom end of the fruit. 
This is not a blight or fungus infec¬ 
tion. to be controlled by qnytng or 
dusting, but la a physiological dis¬ 
order, due very largely to the weather 
titia year. 

The cool, dull, rainy spells that 
characterized much of our early 
summer has resulted In more than 
average leaf development on tomato 
plants and has slowed down the devel¬ 
opment of fruit Because of this 


heavy foliage, there are heavy de¬ 
mands on the roots for moisture to 
sustain these Mg leaves, and If the 
deep roots cannot tap sufficient re- 
serves of moisture, the fruits are the 
first to suffer. *> 

* * * 

Come hell or high water, those big 
tomato leaves are going to get tha 
mottture they need, and If the roots 
cannot supply R. the leaves turn can¬ 
nibal and atari auckfog the juices out 
of their own fruits. The lint symp¬ 
tom is the appearance of an olly look- 
ing spot on the bottom of a ripening 
tomato. This spot gradually enlarges, 
turning to rot. and eventually tha 
whole bottom half of the fruit la Mack 
and shrunken. 

Deep moisture ja needed to check 
the Spread of this trouble. A water- 
injecting device like the Roes Root 
Feeder or the new Root Aider k ideal 
for irrigating the deep soil under the 
plants. Falling thu. make holes in 
the ground around each plant with a 
crowbar or broomstick, 18 inches 
deep, and pour water Jn. Next year, 
aa Insurance against bl o ss o m-end rat. 
try my stunt of burying a big wad of 
soggy wet newspaper deep down 
under each plant aa K is act out

Twin Evils Banished

Two of Britain’s greatest problems the loneliness of 
age and the violent boredom of youth that produces the 
"mod'' and "rocker” gangs are being tackled by a young 
London barrister who behaves if you bring the two prob¬ 
lems together they will cancel out. 

Far nearly five years, Anthony Steen, 31, and a group 
at his friends have devoted their spare time to mustering 
teen-agers in London’s tough youth dubs to help old folk 
in the neighborhood. The help la eaaintiafly practical—visit¬ 
ing lonely old-age paMonan for as hour a weak, mending 
a radio or painting a room, doing odd jobs for those unable 
to get about easily. 

Now, with a network of 3,000 ytamg people la tha London 
area marshalled and directed by eight "counsellors ' in 
ihelr 30s. the movement has gained government recognition 
and a (3,000 (19.000; grant from the department of educa¬ 
tion. From Oct. 1 it win expand and intensify its operations 
as "Task Force 'M"—a kind at domestic British peace corps. 

One MP from each at the force p olitical parties has 
agreed to serve cat tha executive council, pre akkd ever by- 
Steen. Bankers and fodoatriafiats hove lent their support. 
Lord Privy Baal lehvys Lloyd, tabs la alao leader at fha 
House of Commons, baa agreed to head an “advisory" 

Tha satire operation la foa bra toe Mid of toa dynamic 
Steen, a single-minded yotmg man la a hurry. 

* * * 

Steen is convinced tint youth—ell youth—wants to serve. 
It just needs to be shows how. He first became aarare of 
the world's misery at the age of lour, watching an out-of- 
work man playing for pennies In the gutter. At 13 or 14 
he decided ha must do something practise! to ease the hves 
at the unfortunate. 

"To me it's simply tha natural thing to want to help 
one's neighbor. I believe ft's natural with moat people. We 
just have to stimulate tin latent aomcienra of these deed- 
end ldda. AH that fr u atr a tod a augj must be turned to 


What as want to do is take tha knives out of their 
hands and shove paint brushes there instead.” 

Winning the confidence of the slum-bred youngsters, the 
first link in the chain of service, was a hard task. They 
distrusted Steen's "counsellors." young upper middle-class 
mea and girls, university educated, smartly dressed, speak¬ 
ing a different language from the arge* of tha east end 
streets. 

Steen impressed Ms own philosophy on his friends- what 
these kida really want Is to ba accepted into our world, 
though they pretend Id despise it Make them feel accepted. 

One# he took • party of leather-jacketed toughs to a 
concert at the Royal Festival Hall. They greeted the pros¬ 
pect at two hours' at classical music with horror—ended 
up by buying tickets for another concert. 

* * * 

The counsellors’ next step is to fire the teen-agers with 
enthusiasm for helping the old. Once they feel "accepted.’’ 
they usually join in the communal projects with vigor, 
especially if challenged to finish a task in a certain time. 

„ _ Recently a group volunteered to decorate an old lady’s 
apartment in 48 horn. They each brought their own paint 
and when the job waa done, one wall was green, one mauve, 
one orange and ana pink. Fortunately the old lady was de¬ 
lighted. 

“She said It was modera and what she'd always 
wanted." 

The movement has mans beneficial side effects. Young 
people from Europe and all tha Commonwealth countries 
are involved; the color bar is non-existent and International 
understanding la promoted.
